Ships Collide, 
38 Seamen 
Are Missing 


New Orleans. April 21 


thirty-eight seamen are 
presumably dead, in the collision 
of two oil tankcis in the Gulf of 
Mexico about 300 miles south south- 
west of New Orleans. 


The collision, explosion and fire 


— in a prc-dnwn tod — yfcs^rday 
wiped out most of the crew of 42 
' aboard the Esso Greensboro, a 10, 
000-ton tanker loaded with 140,000 
barrels of oil. Survivors related 
stories ot horr'bb death aboard the 
floating inferno. 


The 26,300-lcn Esso Suez super- 


tanker, the other ship,, in the col- 
lision, was gashed for 20 feet in the 
bow 10 feet above the water line.

Th« first 
mate was killed and four of her 
44 crewmen were burned.
